THIRTY YEARS AGO. 


In scanning the file* °f Your 
Home Town Paper, w-e find the 
following news briefs, taken from 
the issue of The Hamlin Herald 


dated May 17, 1929:

Traffic accidents on U. S. high­ 
ways during 1958 caused more' 
than 2,825.000 injuries although 
deaths decreased five per cent, 
according to statistics 
cornified 
by the Travelers Insurance Com­ 
panies. 
The record number of injuries 
represented a 12 per cent increase 
purine the year over the 1957 
totals 
more than twice the per­ 
centage increase of a year ago. 
Highway deaths for the year 
totaled 36,700 
Travellers esti­ 
m ated that for every highway fa­ 
tality there were 77 injut ie*. 
In its annual traffic safety book­ 
let, 'T h e T^urkless legion," pub­ 
lished annually since 1931 except 
J for the w ar years, the Travel re 
Insurance 
Companies 
estim ated 
that more than 60,000,000 Am eri­ 
can? have been killed or injured 
since the advent of the autom o­ 
bile. 
During tin? past year drivers 
under 25 wore involved in 27 I per 
cent of all fatal accidents and 
more than 20 per cent at non-fat a I 
crashes, the report pointed out. 
This record was compiled by 
group which constitutes at I lest 
only 14 per cent of a1! licensed 
drivers, the report emphasized.

John M. Stalnaker, presi­ 
d en t of the National M erit Schol­ 
arsh ip Corporation, recently cau­ 
tioned that there are m any rea­ 
sons why test results cannot be 
need to evaluate school perform ­ 
ance.

population throughout the state, 
th e size of the school, the native 
intelligence of Ms top students, 
th e percentage of students taking 
th e test, the nature of th e com­ 
m unity where the sohool is locat­ 
ed, the purpose of the school, and 
m any other factors have nothing 
to do with the total effectiveness 
of the school can influence its 
num ber of finalists. 
Each merit scholarship carri* v 
a stipend ba-od on the need of 
ea- h individual winner, and is re 
Hewable annually w ithout further 
com petitive examination. The av­ 
erag e stipend in past years has 
been $700 per yeas’. The minimum 
aw ard in the 1950-60 program will 
b e $100 a year and a m aximum 
w ill be Si,500 a year.
